"The primary function of the in- 


come tax division is to collect reve- 
nue," said Carl Mapes, solicitor of 
internal revenue, Thursday, "and to 
see to it that

are 


made for all income received. 
"We 


are far too busy to do anything else 
but, of course, if any 
other depart- 


ment of the government calls upon 
us to see the income tax return of 
a'ny individual or business, we are 
bound by law to permit inspection."

More than a million and a half 


pounds of live carp were taken from 
Wisconsin waters during 1921 but in 
spite Of this large haul and hauls 
flearly as big in previous years, the 
carp fishing industry in the state con- 
tinues to grow, according to statis- 
tics published by the state conserva- 
tion commission. 


Lakes Big Butte des Moris, Little 


Butte des Morts, Poygan, Winnebago, 
Puckaway, Pewaukee, Wingra, Emily, 
Big Green, and the Fox, Rock, Craw- 
fish, St. Croix and Mississippi rivers 
all contributed in yielding 
up " this 
large amount of fish. 


During the season, carp sold for 10 


cents per pound and as the state gets 
20 per cent of the market price on 
all carp caught its revenue from this 
source amounted to $33,650. Fisher- 
men along the Mississippi declare that 
this and other Wisconsin regulations 
affecting fishing on'Wisconsin side of 
the riVer are discriminatory and place 
them at a disadvantage as regards 
competition with Iowa and Minnesota 
fishermen. For this reason carp fish- 
ing in Wisconsin waters on the Miss- 
issippi has not been developed to its 
full possibilities. 


It used to be that carp sold at 12 


sents when whitefish only brought 8. 
This is largely because the public has 
been educated to how nice a dish carp 
can be when it is properly smoked 
and baked. The Jewish market in New 
Tork is also demanding more carp on 
this account, it is said. ,and other for- 
eign elements want it because they 
have been used to eating rough lish- 


"in their native lands.

killing game lish. In recent, years it has 
been disproved that the carp actually 
kill the game fish minnows. 
The 


damage is done when carp burrow in 
silt on the bottom in spawning places 
and cause the mud to rise and settle 
on the spawn of game fish, prevent- 
ing it from hatching. On the other 
hand, carp minnows are endangered 
by the game fish which feed upon 
them.

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THE SPECIAL SESSION 


There will be differences of opinion as 


1o -whether Governor Blame is justified 
in calling a special session of the legis- 
lature. 
His political opponents charge 


that the move is politics. That does not of 
itself make the criticism just, although 
coming on the eve of a state campaign in 
•which he is standing for reelection gives 
to it color. 
The necessity for an extra 


session of the legislature must stand on 
its own bottom. Political considerations, 
if there are any. can have no place in jiis- 
tifying the expense to which the taxpay- 
ers -will-be put by calling th'e legislature 
together. 


Governor Blaine contends that the state 


of "Wisconsin, has been d-efrauded out of 
hundreds of thousands of dollars through 
the making of false, fradulent or ignor- 
ant tax returns. He claims that at 
least three thousand corporations in the 
rect returns. 
This is a serious charge. 


The question is, can he substantiate it. or 
is it mere suspicion growing out of natural 
prejudice against corporations in general" 


If there are abuses in our taxation 


system of the kind and extensiveness al- 
leged by Mr. Blaine. they of course 
ought to be rectified. However, the meth- 
od used will be quite as important as the 
correction of the abuse. It is conceivable 
that harsh methods might be resorted to 
•which -would be both unfair and vicious. 
Just what the governor proposes to do in 
the matter of publicity, and in the use of 
information which is now confidential with 
the tax commission, is the principal ques- 
tion to be determined. If his proposals are 
reasonable and will protect legitimate busi- 
ness and the private affairs of the individ- 
ual, there can be no objection to publicity 
which enforces honest returns and penaliz- 
es efforts at evasion. 


As to whether these matters justify a 


special session of the legislature is a 
question. 
"We do not see that the state 


would have been out anything had it wait- 
ed until the regular session next January. 
Moreover, the precise matters to be con- 
sidered by the special session were before 
the same legislature at its regular session 
and it was not convinced on the wisdom of 
acting upon the governor's recommenda- 
tion. 
"What reason has he to believe the 


legislature 
has 
changed 
its 
mind'.' 


Governor Blaino is confident that the work 
can be completed in two or three days but 
•\ve are not so sure of this. It will all de- 
pend upon his proposals. It is not impos- 
sible that a controversy may arise which 
will keep the lawmakers in session sev- 
eral weeks, and in that event it will be 
pretty 
expensive 
business 
to 
the 


taxpayers. Nevertheless, the session is to 
be held and much interest will attach to 
the precise recommendations of the gover- 
nor and the form of the response. 


be given. 
Subjects must be discussed. 


As to public officials, it is part of their 


duty to apprise the people of govern- 
mental developments, plans and business; 
yet it is equally binding on them to «hoose 
the time to talk, to weigh whit they say 
and to be discreet in the form of their ut- 
terances. 
"With them, as the secretary of 


state implies, it is not silence, but speech 
that is golden. 


There are successful men who prosper 


because they have the gift of gab. 
They 


converse or lecture on any subject, whe- 
ther they know anything about it or not, 
and their glibness and audacity prevail 
with the crowd. But these arc not substan- 
tial or wise men. So, too, there are suc- 
cessful men who practice the art of con- 
cealing their ignorance and pretending 
their knowledge by saying as little as pos- - 
sible. They are believed to be profound 
thinkers, and their laconic advice is high- 
ly prized. 


Intellectual and self-sure persons culti- 


vate the idea to which Mr. Hughes alluded 
in his chat with -newspaper correspon- 
dents. 
They arc silent when silence is 


golden: they speak when speech is golden. 
They talk when they should talk, and say 
what they should say. 
As newspaper 


correspondents and editors know probab- 
ly better than others, saying the right 
thing, in the right way. at the right time, 
is the test of the astute, thinking mind.

CITIZENS ARE 


Communities vary as widely in charac- 


teristics as individuals. 
They are indi- 


viduals in the mass. 
The appearances of 


cities are the visible evidences of the spirit 
and culture of the people. Cities are the 
abiding places of large numbers of indi- 
viduals, and the living1 conveniences and 
looks of the cities imply what the com- 
munities are. 


No two places are alike. They are dis- 


similar not only because of topography, 
climate or a score and more of physical 
attributes, but because their citizenship 
is different and there is intelligent leader- 
ship, or lack of it. 
It is not the stores, 


factories and houses, all material things, 
that make up cities, but the human beings 
who form the communities. 


"Why is it that one city in a valley is 


beautiful, and another unkcpt? 
"Why is 


one manufacturing town dirty and ugly, 
and a neighboring industrial center clean 
and attractive ? "Why is one place progres- 
sive looking, with good streets and shady 
walks, and another nearby neglected and 
decaying, with unpaved. muddy streets, 
weatherworn store buildings, and un- 
painted. remshaekle buildings used as 
homes? 


Communities must be what the majority 


of the citizens are. Their characteristics 
are those of the men •and women whose 
opinions and works prevail in private and 
public enterprise. 
Yet, there are some 


communities in which the enterprise of an 
ambitious minority registers its effects in 
appearances and living conveniences. 
In 


fact, it is generally the minority which 
bring about progress and improvement in 
most cities. They at least originate a de- 
sire for better things by aggressively seek- 
ing to secure them. They keep them be- 
fore the public at large until by the pro- 
cess of education they win popular 
approval. 


Cities which lack the forward leader- 


ship of a few citizens make the slowest 
progress. In long absence of this leader- 
ship they fall into a rut and eventually be- 
come satisfied with conditions as they are 
and 
are 
almost wholly devoid of the 


instinct that normally prompts advance- 
ment. 
Every city has its obstructionists 


and its pessimists, and no matter what the 
minority may be trying to do to better the 
city they aro always throwing cold water 
on the efforts and frequently resort to 
legal interference. The city which has en- 
terprising people is always enterprising as 
a municipality, so that it is truo that the 
municipality in appearance and in sub- 
stance reflects citizenship. 
Every town 


cannot become a great city, but every town 
ran make itself attractive, liveable, invit- 
ing. 
It all depends upon what the people 


who live in it want.

To the 'objection that this 


is /"inflation" these people reply that 
the existing notes circulate practically 
as currency, and have just as great 
an inflationist tendency. 


It is also asserted that the retire- 


ment In this manner of the floating 
debt would immediately enhance the 
value of the long-term and perpetual 
bonds, which aro now quoted far be- 
low par. The issuance of short-term 
notes which bear high interest with- 
out tying up capital for long periods 
has in fact depressed the market for 
less liquid securities. 


For instance, it is calculated that 


the holders of the 118 billion francs 
worth of perpetual 
and 
long-term 


bonds paid the state for these invest- 
ments about 104 billions—for usually 
they were Issued at slightly under 
par. But today the market value of 
the securities is only 89 billions— 
about 75 per cent of face value, or 85 
per cent of the issued price. 


And that only tells half tho story, 


for a large part of the bonds were 
paid for in francs at par—gold francs 
—and their present value is quoted in 
the depreciated paper franc, worth on- 
ly 40 per cent of a gold franc. So 
for most of these investors, their hold- 
ings are today worth less than one- 
third of what they paid for them, ex- 
pressed in terms of gold. 


This, furthermore, tells but a small 
part of the story -of the 
enormous 


losses suffered by French investors in 
"gilt-edged" securities. 
For ' besides 


the government issues there are end- 
less billions invested in quasi-public 
enterprises-railways, state-backed loan 
and credit institutions, etc., etc., all of 
which are in the same situation.

Preventing Scarlet Fever 


by Dr. H. B. Bishop 


This is the time of year when scar- 


let fever usually becomes .most prev- 
alent. 


February and March are the ordi- 
nary months when this 
disease 
reaches the height of its incidence. 
It-is therefore up to parents, physi- 


cians, teachers, public health nurses 
and health officers to bo especially 
alert to tho danger 
at this 
time. 


Every precaution possible should be 
taken to avoid epidemics and to pre- 
vent the spread of this disease. 
The Illinois Health News lists a 


few simple rules that will materially 
help in preventing scarlet fever: 


ONE. Spend as much time as pos- 


sible in the open air. 
This rule ap- 


plies especially to school children. 


TWO. When a child it not well, 


even though its 
condition does not 


seem serious, call a physician 
at 


once. 
FOUR. Strictly avoid close contact 


with other persons who are suffer- 
ing from colds or other repiratory 
diseases. This rule also applies es- 
pecially to school children. 


FIVE. Keep sick children com- 
pletely away from 
the 
well 
ones 


whether the illness seems serious or 
not. 


SIX. Maintain the 
highest 
sani- 
tary precautions in the sickroom, al- 
lowing" nothing to come from it with- 
out thorough cleansing or 
disinfec- 


tion.

SEVEN. Carefully observe all per- ! 


sonal hygiene rules.

you caught scarlet fever or any oth- 
er disease. After one comes down 
with an attack, he can remember 
having visited or played with a friend 
who wasn't feeling well.

people to be careful about associat- 
ing with^slck persons, whether

latter are in bed or not. 


Mothers must bo extremely care- 


ful that children are kept away from 
sick people. Also they must be par- 
ticularly careful not to allow sick 
children under their care to play with 
well children.

Your Temperature 


London. —. Is there anything more 


wonderful than the delicate mechan- 
ism of the thermic centre which regu- 
lates the temperature of our body, 
asks a physician in the MAIL? 


Seated deep down in the centre of 


the brain, like an operator surround- 
ed by an immense switch-board, it is 
constantly at work, trying-t5" adjust 
our temperature to tho normal 98.4 
degrees Fahrenheit. 


But it never quite succeeds. 
First of all, it has to contend with 


the daily or "dljrnai variation" •which 
means that our temperature is nor- 
mally higher in the evening. 
Even 


this is not always true for should you 
happen to be a night worker, your 
temperature becomes "inverted,*' 
or 


slightly higher in tho morning than 
in the 'evening; and this peculiar type 
persists, often for several weeks aft- 
er the cessation of night work. 


Again, who realizes that, after walk- 


ing for an hour at ordinary paco, his 
temperature has gone up one degree, 
while, should he have covered six 
miles in that time, he will bo almost 
two degrees warmer? 


The great difference, of course, be- 


tween an exercise temperature, and 
say, that associated with influenza is 
that the former is not accompanied 
by the poisons and toxins of the dis- 
ease—it is those latter which 
are 


mainly responsible for the headache, 
mental depression, and general ma- 
laise which one experiences with 
a 


specific fever.

dicate that France's national debt at 
the close of the year 1921 was almost 
double the amount of national debt 
existing at the end of the year 1918 
—the year in which tho war ended. 
These figures wero compiled by 
M. 


Henry Cheron, reporter of the budget 
in the scnntr: finance committee until 
he was taken into the Pomcare cabi- 
net as minister of agriculture. 


In other word.s, in tho three years 


since the war closed, France has ac- 
cumulated almost as much additional 
debt as in all the years of peace and 
war that preceded. 
, ,„,. 
The total dobt nt the end of 1918, 


according to M. Chcron's tigurcs, was 
171 688,000,000 francs. 


The total nt tho end of 1021— just 


a few weeks ago — was 236,775,000,000. 


Included in this debt "is 85,556,000,- 


000 francos of foroign debt, including 
dobts to America and England. The 
,.par».Valuo. of those debts is about 
30,000,000,000 hut tta they arc payable 
in gold, account must ho taken oC the 
depreciation of tho paper franc. Thoir 
value in paper francs is, therefore, 
about 2 1-2 times their par value. 


Tho internal dobt of 241 ,000,000,000 is 


split up into several categories. First 
como the "perpetual rentes," or gov- 
ernment bonds that aro not to be re- 
imbursed by the treasury. This form

A remarkable instance of the valne of a whole- 


some milk supply in promoting health is afforded 
by the 
experience of the past two years at the 


United 
States 
Naval 
Academy at Annapolis, 


Maryland. 


A few years ago, at the request of Paymaster 


Samuel Bryan, U. S. N., who was and is charged 
with the provisioning of the academy, the bureau 
tested with tuberculin some of the herds from which 
milk was being obtained under contract. The dis- 
covery 
of tuberculosis in some of the herds, to- 


gether with other bad sanitary conditions, led Pay- 
master Bryan to undertake the establishment of a 
dairy herd for the academy. By his request the 
bureau selected animals for such a herd early in the 
past fiscal year, and has continued to give assist- 
ance and supervision in the management of the 
herd. 


Since October 1, 1911, this herd has been sup- 


plying milk to the academy. For the first two 
months of this period it was necessary to continue 
a portion of the contract supply, but since then the 
entire supply has been furnished by the academy 
herd. 


Taking into account only illness of a diges- 


tive or intestinal character, and counting 
each day that a midshipman was sick or ex- 
cused on this account, it is found that dur- 
ing the time from October 1, 1910, to Sep- 
tember 30, 1911, with milk from outside 
sources, the "sick days" numbered 1,598, or 
an everage of 133 a month, while for the fol- 
lowing year, with milk from the academy 
herd, there were only 296 "sick days," av- 
eraging less than 25 a month. For more 
than two months, including September and 
October, 1912, there has not been a single 
case of illness of the character mentioned. 
The number of midshipmen at the academy 
was practically the same each year1, ranging 
from about 750 for the greater part of the 
year to about 250 during the summer.

. The marketing department in .giv- 
ing out the official descriptions of the 
various grades declared the 
system 


as adopted was tho culmination of a 
year'* research conducted cooperative- 
ly by the TJ. S. bureau of markets and 
the state marketing department. 


The grades of cheese arc "Wiscon- 


sin Fancy," "Wisconsin No. 1;" and 
"Wisconsin No. 2." The 
official de- 


scriptions are as follows: 


WISCONSIN FANCY 


This grade shall consist of cheese 


which scores 92 points or above on 
the following basis: body and texture, 
40 points: flavor 30 points; finish and 
appearance '20 points; color 10 points. 


"Body and texture. Cheese of this 


grade shall be of close or medium 
close texture and shall be of good 
body if fresh or mild and smooth and 
meaty if aged. It shall be uniform in 
weight; of even, dry. closed surface, 
with square, edges, well-dressed, neat 
and denn without cracks or checks 
nnd free from mold. Such cheese shall 
be uncolored or medium colored but 
not highly colored and shall be uni- 
form and slightly translucent. 


"Every cheese of this grade shall 


before it is paraffined, 
be 
stamped 


"Wisconsin Fancy" and 
the 
stamp 


Shall show the name or serial number 
of the person >vho places this designa- 
tion upon the cheese; provided that 
this regulation shall not apply if tho 
cheese bears the official certificate of 
an inspector."

"This shall consist of cheese which
